Science Uses Bucket of Ice Water 


To Foretell Future Blood Pressure 


Efficacy of Method, Consisting of Sudden Shock, Resides 
in Knowledge Imperfection Is Determined, 
Like Finger Prints, From Birth. 


SPOKANE, Wash., June 30.—(®) 
Science now uses a bucket of ice 
water to determine whether a per- 


4 son will develop high blood pressure 


years afterward. 

The method, described by Dr. 
George Brown, of the Mayo clinic at 
the annual convention of the North- 
west Medical Association here, was 
explained by fellow scientists today. 

Ice water is employed to give the 
subject a simple shock while his 
blood pressure is being taken with 
a standard instrument. 

If his blood pressure is normal and 
registers an increase of 10 millimeters 
in 30 seconds during the shock, he is 
not likely to develop high blood pres- 
sure later. 

If his blood pressure is normal but 
registers a rise of 30 to 100 milli- 
meters, he is set down as a “hyper- 
reactor’—one likely to develop high 
blood pressure. 


If his blood pressure already is 
high, three will be a “super-reaction” 
a 


In the first place, Dr. Brown ex- 
plained, p.rsons who have high blood 
pressure have a super reaction to 
emotion and physical stimuli; and 
those of normal blood pressure who 
have such a super reaction are po- 
tential victims of the malady. 

“We are prepared to say that a 
person's blood pressure reaction to 
environment is as fixed as his finger- 
print.” Dr. Brown said. “It stays with 
him throughcut Jife. We Thherit blood 
pressure reactiona just as we inherit 
the color of eves or hair of the 
shape of the nose. Nothing changes

Income. 


NEW ORLEANS, June 30.—(4)— 
Spanjsh moss, long noted for the ex- 
otic beauty it added to Louisiana 
swamp scenery, has been overtaken by 
the march of progress and a $3,000,- 
000 industry has developed in the 
pieking, curing and merchandising of 


the plant. 

Soon after it was discovered 
the fine black bair which the moss 
vields was suitable for automobile up- 
holstery, chair cushions, mattresses 
and similar articles, the natives of 
southern Louisiana began to augment 
their fur trapping incomes by pluck- 
ing the grey beards from the cypress 
trees and selling the cured moss. 

Working by hand, sometimes using 
a pole, the plant is removed from 
the trees and piled on the-ground and 
thoroughly dampened. This causes 


about six weeks for curing the fiber 
is taken to a gin and undergoes the 
same process that cotton passes 
through as the gin removes foreign 
matter frum the actual fiber. 

Packed in bales averaging 
pounds it is taken to town, usually 
New Orleans, and sold. The price 
varies, ranging from 8 to 12 cents 
a pound.

| Happily, the earth is not likely te 
lose its water. We have a self-acting 
system. The sun turns water inte 
vapor which rises fn the air, but if 
comes down again in the form of rain, 
snow, hail and sleet. The same wateg 
is used over and over again. 

It is possible to obtain fresh wates 
from the sea by “distilling” salt wa 
ter, but it would be a great trouble 
to get our drinking water that way. 

Nature has given us a fine supply 
of fresh water. It is to be obtained 
from springs and deep wells, and, with 
proper safeguards, some cities get 
their water supply from rivers and 
lakes. 


People of the Old Stone Age probe 


ably did not have wells of any oe 
‘but they made use of springs an 
' streams and lakes. 


The time came, however. whed 


someone found that he could dig im 
‘the ground and reach a level of wa- 


ter. There are many places where the 


'jevel of underground water is only a 
foot or two beneath the surface, and 


it is likely that early folk first learn- 
ed to make wells by digging in such 
places. 

In later times wells were dug td 
greater depths. It was learned that 
water from deeps wells is more pure, 
as a rule, and more pleasant to drink, 

Clay jars and jugs were made to 
hold water, and in some parts of the 
earth people (especialy women) 
learned to carry jars of water og 
their heads, .
